Sanitary report from Bio — Sanarelli on the yellow fever germ. 

Eio de Janeiro, June H, 1897. 

Sir : I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended June 12, 
1897: 

There were 6 deaths from accesso pernicioso, an increase of 2 ; none 
from yellow fever, 2 in the foregoing week ; 2 from beriberi, a decrease 
of 6 ; 4 from enteric fever, an increase of 2 ; none from influenza, 1 in 
the foregoing week ; 51 from tuberculosis, an increase of 13 ; and 291 
from all causes, an increase of 30. 

Just now the town and port are in an excellent sanitary state. 

Br. Sanarelli. — Inclosed I send a copy of Dr. Sauarelli's report of his 
discovery of the yellow fever bacillus. He seems to have satisfied all 
the professionals here of the truth of his claim, and I hope it is true, but 
I have outlived so many discoveries in the same line that I await con- 
firmation. I will send you anything on the subject that transpires.
